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Admits Race Strife

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


State police Director Gerald 
Hough says his department's 
minority recruitment won't be 
limited to a court-ordered 
minimum of 13 per cent of the 
force. 


"We are trying to meet the 


goals of the court decree," 
Hough told the Senate Business 
Committee during a confirma- 
tion hearing Tuesday.

"But we're not going to limit 


it to that number." 


Hough also admitted there 


has been some racial conflict 
among black and white state 
troopers assigned to Detroit 
freeways patrols. Fie (old Sen. 
David Holmes. D-Detroit. that 
district commanders have been 
told not to tolerate it. 


Although Holmes raised the 


question, he and-Hough refused 
to discuss it. Holmes said he did 
not want to "fan the flames." 
Hough would say only that there 
have been 
some "serious 


allegations." 


Gov. William Milliken sent 


troopers to Detroit freeways last 
August 
following 
a 
sharp 


increase in highway crime and 
the city's layoff of 1,000 police 
officers. About 110 troopers are 
assigned there now. 


The troopers might not be 


there much longer. In a narrow 
vote, the House on Tuesday 
amended the state police budget 
to require the ending of the 
freeway patrols. 


Hough, appointed director 


last month after Col. George 
Halverson announced his re- ' 
tirement, will be confirmed au- 
tomatically if the committee or 
the Senate takes no action 
before June 18. There has been 
little opposition to his selection. 


Holmes told Hough he was not 


"convinced that the attitudes of 
Michigan Slate Police are what 
they should be ... in the area of 
affirmative action." 


Hough said 26 per cent of the 


troopers graduating in a new- 
class this week arc members of 


minority groups. The 1976 court 
order said that in addition to a 
minority-group membership on 
the force of 13 per cent, each 
new class must have one-third 
of 
its 
membership 
from 


minority groups. The latest 
class of 64 includes 1(1 black 
males.'2 black females, 5 males 
with Hispanic surnames and 3 
American Indians. 
.' Of the 1,900 members of the 
uniformed force, 37 are black.

NILES — The first large scale 


drug raid in Berrien county in a 
year and a half was launched 
here this morning as Berrien 
Metro Narcotics squad officers 
and other police began serving 
warrants that name 46 people. 


Lt. Jack Drach, commander 


of the metro squad, said the raid 
caps a four-month investigation 
that concentrated on alleged 
upper and middle echelon drug 
dealers who operated for the 
most part in southern Berrien 
county. 


Drach 
said 
the charges 


against the 46 range from 
delivery of "chemicals" such as 
PCP and 
LSD to use of 


marijuana. None of the charges 
involve heroin delivery and none 
of those sought is from the Twin 
Cities, he added. Five of those 
sought are juveniles. 


Those arrested are alleged to 


be individual dealers, rather 
than members of drug rings. 
Drach said. 


About 40 policemen from 


eight 
Berrien 
departments 


began .making the arrests after 
a 6 a.m. briefing at the Niles 
Fraternal Order of Police lodge. 


However, one arrest was 


made Tuesday night by Berrien 
Sheriff Forrest ."Nick" Jewell 
and Drach. Alvin McCarver Jr., 
35, of 1610 Lemon Creek road, 
Baroda, was arrested at his 
home and charged with two 
counts of. delivery of PCP, 
alleged violations of the Con- 
trolled Substances Act. 


Three bags of alleged PCP 


and nearly 83,000 cash were 
seized 
during 
McCarver's 


arrest, according to Drach. The 
money was taken as evidence 
because some of the bills had 
allegedly been marked by an 
undercover agent who allegedly 
used the cash to buy drugs from 
the arrested mail, Drach said. 


Drach said the last major 


drug bust was conducted in 
December of 1975. In today's 
raid, a total of 59 warrants 
against

Full Senate 
Gets Teen 
Drink Hill

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A 


bill designed to drive 18-year- 
olds out of the bars and back to 
the soda fountains has been 
approved by a state Senate 
committee. 


On a unanimous vote Tues- 


day, the Senate Commerce 
Committee sent to the full 
Senate a bill that would raise 
the legal drinking age in 
Michigan to 19 for three years 
beginning Dec. 1. The three- 
year limit would give law- 
makers time to study the 
measure's effects. 


The committee was told that 


the current 18-year-old drinking 
age is producing problems in 
schools and has increased al- 
cohol-related traffic accidents 
among young people. 


Under the legislation, youths 


who are 18 before Dec. 1 could 
continue drinking after the age 
was raised to 19. But young 
people turning 18 after that date 
would have to wait another 
year. 


This for one year, some 18- 


year-olds could drink legally 
while others could not. The 
higher drinking age would ex- 
pire Dec. 31, 1980. 


Wide support for the legisla- 


tion is expected in .both the 
Senate and House, although 
there probably will be attempts 
to raise the age to 21. 


Under the legislation, persons 


who give alcohol to anyone 
under 19. buy liquor despite 
being under 19. lie about their 
age to get liquor or furnish false 
identifications to friends would 


be guilty of a misdemeunor. 
There are various penalties 
ranging up to a year in jail and 
a $1,000 Fine for those who sell 
booze to underage youths.

not raising the age above 19 
unless he sees drastic new 
evidence. 


Fitzgerald said he would be 


''very reluctant to go higher 
than 19."

Freeway Patrol Issue Heats Up

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The 


issue of state police patrols of 
Detroit's freeways has heated 
up again with the slate House 
narrowly voting to oust (he 
troopers 
from 
Detroit and 


Wayne County. 


In a sharp reversal, the House 


amended a state police budget 
bill Tuesday to require troopers 
to farm out the freeway patrols 
through a contract with Wayne 
County. The bill now goes to the 
Senate. 


The action represented a 


swing of 19 votes in less than a 
week's time, apparently after 
heavy union lobbying. After- 
ward, the office of Gov. William 
Milliken promised some lobby- 
ing on the other side of the issue 


. when the budget bill is taken up 


in the Senate. 


The amendment was part of a 


$31.8 million fiscal 11)77-78 bud- 
get for the state police and the 
Department of Military1 Affairs 
— 820.5 million alxive this year 
and $31.8 million over Millikcn's 
proposal. 


The measure was amended to 


require state troopers, who have 


been patrolling Delroit-area 
freeways since last summer, to 
contract with Wayne County 
sheriff's deputies to patrol all 
the county's freeways. 


About $5.5 million remains 


earmarked in the budget bill for 
Male police freeway patrols. But 
Hie bill forces troopers, in ef- 
fect, to subcontract the patrol 
dulif>. 


The amendment mentions no 


dollar figures and says nothing 
aix)iit any role for Detroit city 
police. 


Sponsor Rep. Jeffrey Padded, 


D-Wyandotle, said the effect of 


the amendment would be to 
exclude state troopers from 
Wayne 
County 
freeways, 


including Detroit roadways. 


He maintained that Detroit 


police could end up patrolling 
city freeways, if the contractual 
arrangement 
worked 
out 


between stale police and Wayne 
.County calls for it. 


The vote was att-47. a single 


vote more than nettled. Last 
week, virtually the same Pad- 
den amendment collected only 
:17 voles. 


The AFL-CIO, representing 


Wayne County deputies, has 


lobbied for giving the freeway 
patrols to Wayne County to 
prevent threatened layoffs of 
some 
200 
officers 
this 


summmer. 


"In the intervening days, 


nothing has changed ex'cept 
perhaps more pressure from 
special interest groups," Rep. 
Ernest Nash. R-Dimondale. told 
colleagues in urging defeat of 
the amendment.

Why, then, this sense of resignation 


among influential English speaking 
Canadians? 


Partly it stems from the division 


hanging on from the Treaty of Paris in 
1763 under which France ceded its 
North American colonies to England. 
The language barrier is such as to 
keep the coals of defeat smoldering. 


The economic superiority of the 


English group over the French creates 
the haves vs. the have-nots syndrome. 


Deep as are those differences, the 


French Canadians did not rally behind 
Benedict Arnold's invasion during our 
Revolutionary War, nor did they listen 
to Hitler's blandishments in World 
Warn. 


If distant neighbors do not part 


company in times of such stress, why 
would they go separate ways under 
less turbulent strains? 


One reason may be that Pierre 


Trudeau, the prime minister, sees a 
gain by engaging in strong words with 
Levesque, the Quebec premier just as 
Walker chose to fight a holy war with 
Daley over the Crosstown. 


If this hunch is correct, Trudeau is 


playing a dangerous game. 


Personal pride is a great attribute if 


devoted to others rather than one's 
self. 


Bilandic and Thompson have their 


full ration of pride. They would not be 
where they are without it. 


They also possess finely honed in- 


tuitions.

taph for hundreds of people 
involved in airtae accidents In 
recent years: "Many of the oc- 
cupants survived the impact 
only to die in the post-crash 
fire." 


That startling statement 


comes from a report on "U.S. 
Air Carrier Accidents Involving 
Fire,'.' a document which wen! 
virtually unnoticed when it was 
made public earlier this year 
by the National Transportation 
Safety Board (NTSB), the 
federal agency which conducts 
the official government inves- 
tigation of all major air ac- 
cidents. 


As recently as the early 


1960s, untested technology, 
inexperienced personnel and 
inadequate 
safety 
systems 


made.commercial aviation an 
accident-prone business. 


But that situation changed 


drastically during the past 
decade. The arrival of the "jet 
age" brought turbine-powered 
engines with a far lower failure 
rate than piston engines of 
earlier aircraft 


Those more reliable aircraft 


were flown and maintained by 
more experienced personnel. 
At the same time, sophisticated 
radar and computer technology 
brought 
an .unprecedented 


degree of precision to the task 
of air traffic control. 


The result has been the vir- 


tual disappearance of the mid- 
air collision or the mid-flight 
disintegration of an airliner. 


Today's typical accident oc- 


curs on takeoff or landing. 
Passengers often survive the 
crash itself, only to perish 
because they cannot escape 
from fire, smoke and fumes 
inside the plane. 


Jets use a kerosene-based 


fuel which B far less flamma- 
ble than the gasoline consumed 
by piston engines — a major 
change which should have 
reduced post-crash fires. But 
the NTSB study found that fire 
as an element in airline ac- 
cidents rose from 18.6 per cent 
during the 1955*1 decade to 
25.3 per cent during the 1965-74 
decade. 


NTSB can only recommend 


improved safety measures to 
the Federal Aviation Adminis 
(ration (FAA), which regulates 
airline safety. 


But the FAA has been tran<- 


fixed 
for years with the 


problem of "airworthiness" 
while 
ignoring 
"crash- 


worthiness". 
In 
low-key 


bureaucratic language, the 
NTSB report notes that (he 
FAA has done little more than 
drag its feet in dealing with the 
situation. 


For Instance, aircraft pas- 


senger cabins are constructed 
almost exclusively of synthetic 
materials which emit not only 
dense smoke but also carbon 
monoxide and cyanide when 
ignited 


In late 1974 and early 1975, 


the FAA proposed a trio of new 
safety standards to cut down on 
tone fumes, dense smoke and 
other often fatal effects of 
post-crash fires — but the 
regulations have remained in 
draft form and unenforccd. 


A fundamental cause of that 


dawdling lies in the fact that 
the FAA places a higher 
premium on maintaining good 
relations with the manufac- 
turers and operators of pas- 
senger planes than on protect- 
ing the people carried on those 
planes. 


The FAA belatedly 
has 


scheduled public hearings on 
post-crash survivability. But 
the agency no longer can jus- 
tify any further delays where 
countless lives are at stake. 


Baker Pushes 


Bland Issue 


WASHINGTON — Often an 


official grabs an idea or issue, 
makes it his own, and rides it to 
nationwide popularity. 
Sen. 


George McGovern won the 1972 
Democratic nomination that 
way. 


But there doesn't seem to be 


such a spectacular issue as 
Vietnam around these days. So 
potential 
presidential 
can- 


didates may have to make do 
with, something blander. That 
appears to be what Senate 
Minority Leader Howard Baker 
(R-Tenn.) is doing with his 
campaign to return Congress to 
a part-time citizen-legislature. 


Baker has set out to go 


against 
the current trend, 


which is for longer and longer 
sessions, 
more and 
more 


complex legislation, and an 
increasing 
professionalism 


among congressmen. His idea, 
which he promotes at every 
speaking opportunity, is that 
Congress should sit in session 
no longer than six months each 
year so that members could re- 
turn home to practice another 
profession or run a business the 
remainder of the year. 


Baker tried to sell this idea to 


his.colleagues earlier this year 
when he moved to amend the 
new ethics code limiting paid 
outside aclivities by senators, 
so that the code wwild automa- 
tically self-destruct in 1980. 
They didn't buy it. 


Given 
tile 
increasing 


complexity of national issues, it 
doesn't seem that Baker has 
found a very realistic theme. He 
recalls that in the middle 1950s, 
when 
his 
father 
was 
a 


congressman, the House never 
met in the summer or fall. 
"The downfall of the Republic 
can be measured from the day 
they install air conditioning in 
the Capitol," his daddy used to 
warn. 


But that was a long time ago, 


and merely wishing that limes 
and issues were simpler will not 
make them so. 


There may, however, be more 


plusses for Baker in his ci- 
lizen-legislator- campaign than 
are instantly apparent. It is a 
comfortable, noncontroversial 
theme that may appeal both to 
the reform-minded and the 
conservative-minded who long 


for a return to the good old 
days. It gives him something 
serious to discuss for the next 
two years, a period during 
which he wants to retain high 
public visibility but avoid of- 
fending anyone. In 1978 he is up 
for re-election. After re-elec- 
tion. he may begin running 
openly for president. By that 
time, there ought to be some 
hotter issues with which to get 
publicity than cutting back 
congressional work. 


Baker offers glib answers to 


the two most obvious problems 
with 
his 
citizen-legislator 


scheme. The first is that it is 
hard to believe Congress could 
get everything done that is 
necessary to keep the country 
running in six months, when it 
takes at least three months to 
get organized every two years. • 
"Congress would be more ef- 
fective if members knew they 
were under the gun and had lo 
do it," he says. 


The second problem is the 


danger of a conflict of interest 
between 
a . congressman's 


legislative responsibilities and 
his other job, if he depended on 
that job tor half of his income. 
Baker simply says that some 
conflict of interest is always 
going to be present and he 
would rely on congressional 
honesty. 


Well, maybe. But Baker's ar- 


gument is just barely plausible 
enough to provide him with the 
image of a thoughtful legislator 
concerned 
with 
the 
effec- 


tiveness of the political system 
— the sort of image one looks 
fur in a presidential candidate.

James Talbot, superintendent 


of public works, said specifica- 
tions for streets built using 
federal money require that they 
be 32 feet wide if parking is

Talbot said Lake boulevard is 


30 feet wide from Park street 
southt and therefore would have 
to be widened by two feet to

a teaching degree, she said.

ing periodic health'examina- 
tions 
to cure or 
control 


disease... is certainly a worthy 
goal. However, evaluation of 
these examinations shows very 
little evidence that this screen- 
ing method alters the natural 
history of most illnesses that 
are asymptomatic 
(without 


symptoms) when discovered. 


"I do not insist on an expen- 


sive 
annual 
checkup 
that 


implies that I will prevent 
disease. I do consider it impor- 
tant as an ongoing contact with 
my patients, for medical and 
psychological values." 


Dr. Angelo P. Creticos, of 


Chicago, says, "I believe the 
periodic physical examination is 
the ultimate in preventive 


medicine... I recommend that 
persons between the ages of IS 
and 30 years should have such 
an examination every three 
years. Those between 30 and 40 
should have one every two years 
and those above 40, yearly."

Berwyn, niinoia, says, "I en- 
dorse it 
(annual 
physical 


checkup) to this extent. All my 
patients over 4) years of age are 
seen by me for a checkup once a 
year. In addition, I caution them 
to telephone me or come to the 
office if any signs or symptoms 
develop."

too. New York, says, "Routine 
periodic physical examinations 
of, asymptomatic 
(symp- 


lomiess) adults are a waste of 
.time, 
money and 
energy. 


However, this does not mean 
that a symptomatic patient 
should 
not be 
completely 


evaluated or that an asymp- 
tomatic patient should have no 
screening at all." 


Dr. Gary D. Friedman, of 


Oakland, California, a statis- 
tician, said, "Available infor- 
mation convinces me that with 
proper followup, certain items 
in a checkup can help prevent or 
postpone harm from some of the 
major threats to adult life and 
health." 


As a practicing physician and 


surgeon, it is my belief that 
periodic examinations are im- 
portant. Their cost can be 
reduced if elaborate tests and, 
sometimes, unnecessary, tests 
are eliminated. The most im- 
portant concept in preventive 
medicine is that all new and 
persistent symptoms be brought 
to the early attention of the 
doctor.

The two men, along with 


David Welch, 26, and David 
Berta,"32, were arrested Mon- 
day and charged with taking 
indecent liberties with a child. 


Lunge allegedly filmed a por- 


nographic movie involving two 
14-year-old boys, police said. 


Berta 
and 
Bell 
allegedly 


produced the film and Welch is 
Ihe foster father of one of the 
boys. 


The Chicago Tribune quoted 


Bell as saying he and his 
brother own a summer camp 
near Hastings, Mich. Later, 
police said they believed Lange 
also was linked to the ramp. 


"We can't say for sure right 


now what the connection was. or 
if there is any connection at 
all," Becker said.

Oregon State Police are more 


apt to ticket people for possess- 


- ing marijuana now than before 


the 1973 law, said Lane County 
Prosecutor Pat Horton. 


"They readily enforce the law 


now because the law is fair and 
it's not as time consuming," 
Horton told a news conference. 
He"later testified before the 
House Civil Rights Committee, 
which is pondering a bill to 


reduce Michigan's marijuana 
penalties. 


He said the law has emptied 


courts that were "choked to 
death" with marijuana cases 
and freed undercover narcotics 
agents to go after big-time 
dealers of hard drugs. 
• 


Horton said he was not in 


Michigan to endorse or criticize 
the Michigan bill — much more 
lenient than Oregon's law'— but 
only to say that the Oregon 
measure has been successful. 


Besides making life easier for 


police and courts, it has ended 
tough marijuana laws that 
"literaUy were disenfranchiug a 
generation 
of 
young 


Americans," Horton said. 


"I don't see any problems 


with it," be said flatly of 
Oregon's decriminalization, the 
first in the nation. 


Horton said state police more 


readily enforce the new law.than 
the old because no arrest is 
necessary, a person's record is 
not ruined by a criminal charge.

Treatment May Risk Cancer

DENVER (AP) — Patients 


treated with -a widely used 
family of anticancer drugs run a 
higher risk of later developing a 
second form of cancer ap- 
parently caused by the treat- 
ment, says a major new study. 


National Cancer 
Institute 


scientists said Tuesday that 
women treated for cancer of the 
ovary with alkylating agent 
drugs have a significant risk of 
eventually 
getting 
acute 


nonlymphocytic leukemia, a 
treatable blood cancer. 


Doctors attending the annual 


meeting 
of 
the American 


Society of Clinical Oncology said 
the findings are important 
because alkylating agents are 
used to treat a wide variety of 
malignacies, including breast 
cancer. 


Researchers 
cautioned 


against undue alarm about the 
findings. Alkylating agents are 
responsible for the long term 
survival of many patients wtiif 
wouldn't be alive to be con- 
cerned about secondary cancers 
if it were not for the drugs, they 
said. 


Commenting on the study. Dr. 


Vincent T. DeVita, director of 
NCI's 
cancer 
treatment 


division, said risks of later 
cancer should be "considered 
minimal" compared with risks 
of the first cancers the drugs 
were used against. 


"To some degree, this is a 


measure of improved treat- 
ment," he said in an interview. 
"Ten years ago we didn't have 
to worry about second cancers 
because all the patients died." 


However, DeVita said, doctors 


said should consider using other 


treatments for early, less severe 
cancers if further study bears 
out an increased risk of later 
cancer with alkylating agents. 


For advanced cancer, risk of 


treatment would not exceed risk 
from the disease and the most 
effective therapy should be 
used, he added. 


Other doctors at the meeting 


commented privately that there 
still is debate over what is an 
"early" or "less severe" cancer 
'and that these distinctions may 
be hard to make in choosing the 
therapy. 


The new study was compiled 


by Drs. Ronald R. Reimer, 
Robert Hoover, Joseph F. 
Fraumeni Jr., and Robert C. 
Young from data on ovarian 
cancer patients supplied by 51 
cancer centers around the 
country.

Looking at a group of 3,455 


ovarian cancer patients, 4,324 of 
whom had alkylating agent 
chemotherapy, the scientists 
identified 13 patients with acute 
nbnlymphocytie leukemia. All 
13 had alkylating treatment, 
including nine who also had 
radiation therapy.

O'Brien said there was no

Police 'Team' 
Has Tragic End

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Al>) — Call it a poliw story, or maybe a low 


story. It »-as both. 


It started »1th iiuutship and cndod with two young police de- 


tectives — husband and wife — lying dead on a downtown 
sidewalk, victims of a murder-suicide. 


Police officials said the stresses that led lo the tragedy are 


common. Detective Claude Downs joined the Louisville Police 
Department in IST3. The next year, his future wife. (iwen. joined 
the force. They fell in love and were married. Happily married, 
neighbors said. 


Downs, 31, became an undercover narcotics agent, working 


mostly during the day. His wife. 25. assigned to the sex squad in 
the criminal investigation division, worked at night most of the 
time. They didn't see each other very much. But they met at a 
downtown restaurant Monday night, apparently to talk about their 
recent separation. Both were in street clothes. Downs was off duty. 
His wife was working. 


They started arguing, witnesses said, and Downs pulled his 


service revolver. He shot his wife twice in the chest and once in the 
head, then fired a bullet into his brain. Both were dead on the 
scene. 


"The shock of this thing really comes to the organfaation. the 


whole organization." Police Chief John Nevin said Tuesday. "It's 
tragic, but police work is tough. It is hard on a family." 


Both Downs and his wife had been married before, and both had 


children from those previous marriages. 


"There was no indication of any kind of marital troubles," Nevin 


said, "although marital troubles are common among police. Very 
common... The divorce rate is high. I would hesitate to say it's the 
highest divorce rate of any kind of job, but we're pretty close. 


"You sec it on television, how having a police officer in the 


family can make things tough," Nevin said. "That's true. If the 
stresses are like that with one family with one police officer in it. 
imagine what it would be like with tw o police officers in it, besides 
the stresses that go with marriage." 


Policeman's Dismissal Reversed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The 


state Court of Appeals has 
reversed the dismissal of a 
Jackson police officer fired for 
not mentioning his prior use of 
marijuana on a job application. 


Carl D'. Roberts lost the police 


job he'd held for nine months 
for falsifying his application 
form. Roberts didn't say he had 
smoked marijuana three times 
in past 
_"The record reveals that 
(Roberts) was a fine police of- 
ficer and vras not using drugs 
while on the police force," the 
three-member court said Tues- 
day. "Youthful indiscretions 
should ordinarily be ignored • 
when considering moral fit- 
ness." 


Before his firing, Roberts told 


his 
superiors 
he 
smoked 


marijuana while in the military 
in Vietnam and as a student at 
Michigan State University. But 
Roberts, then 28, said he didn't 
mention it on the application 
because the question asked if he 
had ever "used" marijuana,, 
and he thought that meant 
habitually. 


"This does not constitute an 


intentional falsification of his 


application," the appeals court 
said of the situation. 


Roberts' attorney. John Foley 


of Vicksburg, said Tuesday that 
Roberts was working as a 
psychiatric clinical specialist at 
Southern Michigan Prison in 
Jackson. But Foley said Roberts 
would seek reinstatement to the 
-Jackson police department with 
back pay. 


The appeals court also said it 


thought Roberts' discharge 


might have been sparked by his 
expressed, 
beliefs 
that 


marijuana laws are too severe. 
The court said he had a right to 
say what he thought and that his 
opinions didn't interfere with 
his performance on the job. 


Roberts' prior marijuana use 


came up when the .Jackson 
police department began inves- 
tigating rumors that he was us- 
ing drugs on the job. The inves- 
tigation turned up nothing.

The key to the safety of your 


home and possessions may be 
no further than the lock on the 
front door. 


Selecting the right lock can be 


confusing, however, if you don't 
know what you're looking for. 


The most common type of 


lock — and Ihe most vulnerable 
to attack — is the spring latch- 
variety, also called the key-in- 
kmib model. A spring-loaded 
latch engages automatically and 
is locked by the doorknob. 


Some spring-latch locks have 


what is called a "dead latch," 
which is a small metal bar or 
plunger to automatically lock 
the latch in place when it goes 
into the strike. Without this 
plunger, the National Bureau of 
Standards says, "it can be a 
simple matter to stick a thin 
piece of metal or a credit card 
between the door and the frame 
and open the latch bolt." 


For additional 
protection, 


your best bet is a good deadbolt 
lock, generally available for 
under $58. A deadbolt is a 
straight bar, usually rectan- 
gular, that is squared off at the 
end and locked only by turning a 
key or latch. The dead-bolt 
should be at least five-eighths of 
an inch square, made of steel or 
solid brass. It should stick out of 
the lock by a minimum of half 
an inch. 


Even more secure is a vertical 


dead-bolt lock. The bolt in this 
case is vertical rather than 
horizontal; it interlocks with 
strong rings on a specially con- 
structed plate. 


The chain lock, allowing you 


to open the door a few inches 
and check visitors without un- 
doing the lock, is popular in 
many areas, but it should not be 
used as the primary source of 
security. Once the door is partly 
open, the chain may be over- 
come by force or snipped with a 
wire cutters. A peephole is bet- 
ter for screening callers. 


Note: Too many locks are as 


bad as too few. "More than one 
adequate extra lock adds little 
or nothing to security," says the 
Bureau of Standards. Extra 
locks can, in fact, create a fire . 
hazard by interfering with.es-. 
cape routes, particularly if you

at Your Door.") 


All security alarms are made 


up of three parts: the detectors 
or sensors, the control unit and 
the alarm itself. 


The detectors or sensors are 


electronic or electromagnetic 
devices to register the presence 
or action of an intruder. Among 
the more common tvpes are: 


SWITCH SENSORS — elec- 


tromagnetic devices installed at 
all entry points which can be 
reached from the ground. The 
alarm is triggered when a door 
or window is opened. 


PRESSURE MATS — used hf 


protect specific areas. The mats 
can be hidden under a carpel qr 
rug in a frequently traveled 
area or near an item of value 
such as a television set. When 
someone steps on the mat or 
exerts other pressure, the alarm 
is triggered. 


ULTRASONIC MOTION DE- 


TECTORS — devices which fill 


the room with sound waves too 
high for most humans to hear. 
Any movement in the room dis- 
turbs the pattern and sounds the 
alarm. Note: some people and 
most animals are bothered by 
the high-pitched sounds so 
check any such sensor at home 
before buying. 


INFRARED PHOTOELEC- 


TRIC SEN'SORS - project an 
infrared light beam between 
two points. Any inlerruption of 
the beam triggers the alarm. 


There are 
two types of 


alarms, local and remote. The 
local alarm is the least expen- 
sive. The alarm is heard only at 
your home. Its effectiveness 
depends on the intruder being 
frightened away or on the 
neighbors hearing the sound 
and calling the police. 


The remote alarm transmits a 


signal to a location away from 
your home and usually involves 
a monthly maintenance charge. 
There are several models of 
remote alarms: 


AUTOMATIC DIALER - 


sends a pre-recorded message 
or signal over telephone lines to 
someone you choose, such as a 
relative or an answering ser- 
vice. 


DIRECT CONNECT - trans- 


mits the alarm signal directly to 
the police department. This 
type of service provides very 
good protection, but frequently 
is not available for the private 


homeowner. 


CENTRAL STATION' - sends 


the alarm to a private security 
company which monitors the 
system, notifies Ihe police and 
sends guards to your home. 


Optional features on some 


systems include key-activated 
switches that allow you to turn 
the system on and off from the 
outside and test switches letting 
you check sensors 
without 


sending an alarm. 


It is a good idea to make sure 


that any system you choose is 
tested by a major laboratory 
such as Underwriters Labora- 


tories Inc. — UI- Once you have 
purchased the system, you 
should take care not to sel if off 
accidentally. 


Finally, do not operate your 


alarm on the same electrical 
circuit as kitchen appliances or 
your heating or cooling system. 
The cyclical operation of these 
appliances may trigger an 
alarm. 


Check local laws such as those 


on noise control before you buy. 
and find out whether installers 
are licensed.

•arc indicated. 


• Folks who are retired, even 
though they "have nothing to dn 
and all clay to do 11". should plan 
Iheir dental appointments with 
liit'ir daily routine in mind. 
They may take their medicines 
'at.certain times during the day. 
or have Iheir B.M. at a regular 
hour — and any change in the 
.regularity may be important. 


'. It may seem strange, hut 


many of our older patients seem 
to regard their dental appoint- 
ment as a "visit" and the social 
aspect of such a visit can be 
important to such a patient! 


It may be. true that a young 


dentist is usually "gung ho" to 
"reconstruct" a mouth with 
bridges or crowns. In dental 
school much emphasis is placed 
on saving teeth with such 
procedures, rather than ex- 
tracting them and putting in 
partial or full dentures. But 
with more experience and con- 
sideration of the problems of 
aging, his recommendations 
usually become more conserva- 
tive, but no less beneficial and 
helpful to his patients.

Southwestern Michigan were 
generally consistent with find- 
ings throughout the state. 
Problems that were indicated as 
a particular concern to this area 
are shoreline 
erosion and 


railroad abandonment. 


"Local conditions determine 


how people see a problem." said 
Thullen. "You also have to con- 
sider the time element involved. 
I don't think shoreline erosion 
or the railroads would show up 
on a survey today because those 
are no longer pressing problems 
in the area." 


Areas of least public concern 


were also indicated in the sur- 
vey. Thullen said that Michigan 
residents are generally satisfied 
with traditional community 
services such as education, fire 
protection, and trash collection 
and disposal. Thullen says this 
indicates a "healthy state of af- 
fairs" for most communities.

SOUTH HAVEN — A proposal 


to put the police and fire 
departments here into a public 
safety department was delayed 
for more study by the South 
Haven city council last night. 


The delay came as the council 


added a stipulation to the city 
budget requiring the plan be 
brought back for separate 
council 
action 
before 


implementation. 


The plan was contained in the 


budget 
submitted 
by City 


Manager Paul Sharon. 


Action to delay the proposal 


came'after councilmen Norvan 
Hooks'and Ronald Kozlik ob- 
jected and called for more study 
on the plan. 


The budget of Sl,3fi2.«5 was 


otherwise adopted by the coun- 
cil in a -1 to 2 vole. 


Kozlik. in his objections, said: 


"No one has ever sat down and 
discussed the good and evil of 
this plan. I want further inves- 
tigation." . 


Books described the public 


safety proposal as a "rider" at- 
tached to the budget and said he 
wanted the plan discussed to 
insure "...the citizens would gel 
the same good service (from 
police and fire) as they are get- 
ling now I think the jobs of 


police chief and fire chief should 
be full-time jobs," he said. 


Under the city manager's 


plan, the police chief would 
become director of both depart- 
ments after the October re- 
tirement of Fire Chief Leslie 
. Olmstead. 


Mayor Richard Lewis said the' 


proposal included in the budget 
"docs not mean to say this will 
happen; but if it does, we will 
have the money for it." 


Kozlik and Book voted against 


the adoption of the budget while 
the mayor and 
Aldermen 


Joseph Seiler, Wilbur Ingrham 
and Robert Warren voted for it. 
Alderman Matthew Gocrg was 
ill and absent from the meeting. 


The budget which goes into 


effect July 1. earmarks $351,105 
for police operations compared 
lo 8301,750 this fiscal year and 
S210.990 for the fire department 
compared to S188.3i)0 this fiscal 
year. This year's total budget is 
SI.261.IW. 


Other major expenditures in 


the new budget with the current 
budget figure in parentheses 
are streets and highways,

Total revenue for the budget

an increase in the taxable value 
of property since the city has 
said the tax rate would drop 
from 15.61 to 13.57 mills. 


Fees, payments in lieu of 


taxes, and state and federal in- 
come wwe to provide the rest of 
the revenue. 


In other areas, a proposal to 


charge 
out-of-towners 
for 


parking their cars on the 
beaches in the city was almost 
as controversial as the public 
safely proposal. 


The ordinance to give the city 


authority to set up the system 
was given unanimous introduc- 
tory approval by the council, but 
only after Mayor Lewis said 
modifications reflecting cri- 
ticism would be made before it 
comes before the council for 
final action on June 6. 


Alderman Warren who in- 


troduced the ordinance, said the

You lent some money to a 


corporation with the provision 
that if the borrower chose it 
could pay you off at a fixed price 
after a fixed interval of time. 
And that's what has happened. 


If you had borrowed money 


(say, on a home mortgage) at a 
lime mortgage lenders were 
asking 10 per cent you would 
have been careless if you hadn't 
insisted on a clause which would 
allow you to pay off the mort- 
gage if it became possible for 
you to borrow money elsewhere 
at, say. 8 per cent.

Signs U.S. 
Jobs Pact 


CRABLOTTE, Mich. (AP) — 


When Michigan voters banned 
nonreturnable 
bottles 
last 


November, some said the state's 
largest glass bottle plant at 
Charlotte would close. 


Owens-Illinois Co. disputed 


that conclusion this week as it 
signed a 52.16,000 federal job 
training contract to hire 150 ad- 
ditional workers over the next 16 
months. 


The bottle making firm, 


which has 850 regular employes 
and works seven days around 
the clock, had 142 million in 
sales last year. 


Plant manager Joseph Reano 


said the federal money will 
allow Owens to hire hard core 
unemployed and economically 
disadvantaged persons at about 
$5 an hour. 


The program would run 


through Oct. 1978, a month 
before 
the 
law 
banning 


throwaway bottles goes into ef- 
fect in the state. 


Under terms of the contract, 


the government will reimburse 
Owens for half the cost of the 
14-weeks training program for 
the new workers. 


Reano said creation of the ad- 


ditional jobs was no guarantece 
the plant would -remain in 
operation but added, "we arc 
hopeful." 


In last year's state election, 


the bottle and beverage indus- 
tries contended Proposal A. 
which banned use of nonrctur- 
nabled bottles, would hurt 
Michigan industry and drive 
Owens from the state. 


Reano said the future of the 


Owens plant will be decided at 
the company's headquatters in 
Toledo. Officials will decide if 
the plant can meel the returna- 
ble bottle demand expected next 
year. 


The Owens plant produces 


throwaway bottles for Strolls 
Beer, Faygo Beverages and the 
liquor and food industries. 


Consortium Tops 
Mobil Irvine Offer 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 


consortium of investors has 
raised the proposed price of 
80.000 acres owned by the Irvine 
Co. by more than $50 million in 
a two-way bidding race that has 
seen the lead change hands 
daily for more than a week.

LANSING, Mich. (AP)-The 


Michgan Court of Appeals has 
upheld the constitutionality of 
the state's controversial Single 
Business Tax. 


The appeals court Tuesday 


affirmed a lower court ruling 
that the tax, in effect since 
January 1976, is constitutional 
on five grounds challenged in a 
class action suit. 


Filed by Detroit attorney 


Lawrence Stockier, the suit 
alleged the tax was unconslitu- 
tional because it levied a tax on 
the privilege of doing business. 
Doing business is a right, not a 
privilege, Stockier contended in 
his suit. 


"If they'd have called it a 


business activities tax or a 
business income tax I couldn't 
complain," he. said Tuesday. 
"But 
with language 
that 


business is a privilege, not a 
right, 
that 
means 
some 


bureaucrat has control over 


me." 


The appeals court, however, 


said the language was fine, 
since doing business is not a 
fundamental right. Therefore, it 
may be regulated and taxed, the 
court said. 


Stickler's suil, among other 


things, also challenged the con- 
stitutionality of charging an at- 
torney and other businessmen 
both a state income tax and the 
Single Business Tax. Corpora- 
tions no longer have to pay the 
income tax, he alleged. 


The appeals court countered 


that the legislature may exempt 
certain persons from taxation, 
unless such exemptions can be 
shown to have no basis. Stocker 
didn't show that, the court said. 


It also dismissed a few of his 


other contentions as speculative 


and 
premalure, 
since 
he 


challenged only the language of 
the law. On its face, that lan- 
guage is not unconstitutional, 
the court said. 


Stocker said he pays $4,000 


more a year to the state under 
the Single Business Tax than he 
did before it. Other small 
businessmen have complained 
it boosted their tax payments by 
as much as 1,000 per cent.

Labor Party Ousted In Israel

Right-wing leader Menahem 
Begin filed a claim today to 
become Israel's next prime 
minister as mounting returns 
from Tuesday's general election 
indicated a smashing defeat for 
the Labor party that has headed 
the government for all of 
Israel's 29 years as a nation. 


Saudi and Kuwait government 


radios said the victory by 
Bcgiii's hardline Likud Bloc was 
a setback for President Carter's 
peacemaking efforts. Syrian 
radio said it "will push the 
Middle East close to a new- 
war." 
. With nearly half the votes in, 
the state television network 
predicted the Likud would win' 
41 of the 120 seats in the Knes- 
set, Israel's parliament, to 33 
for Labor, 14 for the new 
Democratic 
Movement 
for 


Change and 12 for the National 
Religious party. 


Begin. 63, who commanded 


the Irgun Zva'i Leumi terrorists 
during the struggle to establish 
Israel, told jubilant campaign 
workers he expected to form a 
mew government "with all 
Zionist parties" and pledged to 
open peace talks with the Arabs. 


In putting together a new 


coalition cabinet — wfaich could 
take weeks — he is expected to 


turn to the National Religious 
party. Other religious and na- 
tionalist parties could add eight 
more seats, giving the new 
government a total of 61 seats, 
or a majority of two. 


In Washington,, the State 


Department had no Comment, 
but officials privately expressed 
concern the Likud victory- might 
block progress toward an Arab- 
Israeli 
peace 
settlement 


because of the party's pledge to 
give up none of the West Bank of 
the Jordan River or the Gaza 
Strip captured during the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 


"We're just going to have to 


wait and see," said Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance in Geneva. 
"It's not wise to speculate until 
it gets a little clearer." He ad- 
ded he would have to wait to see 
"what kind of coalition is put 
together." 
" Radio Baghdad called Begin 
"a terrorist who is opposed to 
the establishment of a Pales- 
tinian state on the Israeli 
border," and Radio Kuwait said 
chances for another Middle East 
peace conference "are now very 
cloud}-." 


Senior Likud sources said 


they expected the new govern- 
ment to extend Israeli law over 
the West Bank, tantamount to 
annexation.
